TgNSE  TALKS  ON  TRADE  TOPfCSt  fdffit 

To  Every  New  M.P. 

Dear  sir, — Normally,  this  page  Is  reserved  for  a  weekly 
talk  to  the  motor  industry.  This  week,  however,  we 
are  taking  the  opportunity  of  addressing  our  remarks 
specifically  to  you,  as  a  newly-elected  Member  of  Parliament. 
That  you  are  reading  these  words  is  due  to  the  public-spirited¬ 
ness  of  the  particular  menlber  of  the  motor  industry  who  has 
sent  them  on  to  you. 

You  are  a  busy  man,  and  so  we  will  come  to  the  point 
at  once,  which  is  to  express  a  sincere  and  most  urgent  hope 
that  during  the  term  of  office  of  the  new  Parliament  you  will 
do  everything  in  your  power  to  make  this  old  country’s  road 
transport  run  smoothly  and  efficiently. 

Believe  us,  the  hope  is  expressed  with  no  sectional  interest 
in  mind.  If,  in  the  normal  way,  we  speak  to  the  motor 
industry,  in  this  instance  we  claim  to  be  speaking  for  all  those 
whose  primary  desire  is  to  see  Great  Britain  moving  forward 
under  her  own  power  to  more  prosperous  times. 

Why  the  urgency  of  the  hope?  Because  the  country’s  for¬ 
ward  movement  is  being  seriously  slowed  down  through  the 
shortage  of  new  replacement  vehicles,  inadequate  roads,  high 
motor  taxation,  and  other  artificial  brakes  on  progress.  And 
because  successive  Governments  have  shown  that  they  do  not 
appreciate  this  fundamental  point. 

Statistical  proof  of  our  contentions  is  easy  to  obtain.  But 
you  may  distrust  statistics.  We  suggest,  then,  that  you  go  out 
among  the  men  in  your  own  constituency  who  have  the  Job 
of  repairing  and  servicing  Great  Britain’s  motor  vehicles.  They 
know  just  how  much  the  country’s  very  existence  depends  on 
the  maintenance  of  an  efficient  fleet  of  road  vehicles.  They 
know  how  rapidly  that  fleet  is  getting  worn  out. 

Recently,  President  G.  E.  Beharrell,  of  the  Society  of 
Motor  Manufacturers  and  Traders  observed  that  an  up- 
to-date  and  well-equipped  road  transport  system  was  as  the 
veins  to  the  life-blood.  It  is  to  ensure  ^ 
an  uninterrupted  flow  of  that  life  blood 
that  we  are  making  this  appeal  to 
you  now.  Sir.

Fighting  frustration 

IT  can  be  said  at  once  and  freely, 
that  the  1951  exhibition  offers  very 
little  in  the  way  of  technical 
changes.  The  times  being  what  they 
are,  even  fantastic  prices  of  vehicles 
seem  to  be  accepted  as  a  matter  of 
course. 

At  present  our  producers  of  cars  and 
component  parts  are  forced  to  fight 
frustration  and  shortage  of  supplies. 
That  being  so,  it  must  ungrudgingly 
be  granted  that  the  British  motor 
industry,  labouring  under  great  diffi¬ 
culties,  can  still  hold  the  stage  as 
brilliantly  as  ever  it  did  in  the  old 
days  of  peace  and  plenty, 

A  period  of  technical  stabilisation 
having  set  in.  it  will  be  gathered  that 
the  general  result  is  a  minimum  of 
variety  with  a  maximum  standardisa¬ 
tion.  or  the  mixture  mainly  as  before. 
Hence,  minor  improvement  of  settled 
design,  more  than  radical  alteration 


is  apparent  throughout  the  car  ex¬ 
hibits.  And  the  mechanical  layout  of 
almost  every  vehicle  on  view,  British 
and  foreign,  bears  ample  testimony  to 
the  skill,  patience  and  alertness  of 
their  constructors. 

Assuredly,  one  of  the  most  striking 
characteristics  of  the  1951-52  car 
models  relates  to  their  suspension. 
For,  it  now  seems  pretty  superfluous 
to  mention  that  the  front  independent 
spring  system  has  achieved  a  priority 
that  is  unassailable,  just  as  four-wheel 
braking  took  the  lead;  but  front  sus¬ 
pension  has  arrived  at  a  much  quicker 
pace.  To-day  only  one  model 
apparently  remains  with  semi-elllptlc 
springs  on  both  axles,  while  a  single 
continental  car,  the  new  Salmson 
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Randormee,  Is  still  built  with  rear 
cantilever  suspension. 

It  Is  not  without  significance  that 
In  the  new  Vauxhall  torsion-bar  front 
suspension  has  yielded  place  to  the 
coil -and -wishbone  system,  which  Is 
the  now  generally  accepted  practice  in 
the  majority  of  cars. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  well  worthy 
of  notice  that  as  many  as  75  or  more 
models  have  semi-elliptlc  springs  at 
the  back.  Torsion-bar  back  springing 
is  used  in  approximately  10  per  cent, 
of  all  models,  coils  7  per  cent.,  while 
a  few  others  are  fitted  with  transverse 
leaf  springs.  Consequently,  coil, 
torsion-bar  and  cross-springs  taken 
together  reach  a  total  quantity  of 
some  18  per  cent. 

The  all-coil  principle  may  generally 
be  adopted  presently,  but  to-day  seml- 
elllptlc  rear  leaf  springs  are  the  rule 
with  most  constructors,  for  a  “soft” 
and  swaying  back  axle  might  be  highly 
susceptible  to  danger. 

In  the  matter  of  engines,  there

strong  appeal,  while  their  sturdy  con¬ 
struction  enables  high  compression 
ratios  to  be  used. 

As  might  be  expected,  the  6-cylinder 
motor  maintains  its  lead,  approaching 
or  even  exceeding,  45  per  cent.  Even 
so,  although  showing  a  decline  in 
numbers,  the  4-cylinder  engine  still 
accounts  for  well  over  30  per  cent,  of 
the  cars  on  view. 

At  Earls  Court  it  is  seen  that  the 
12-cyllnder  Ferrari  shares  its  exclusive

mum  of  standardisation  is  key-

appears  to  be  a  definite  renewal  of  the 
trend  towards  8-cylinders,  since  not 
far  short  of  20  per  cent,  of  car  motors 
are  now  of  that  type.  But,  the  vertical, 
or  cylinders-in-line  style,  having  com¬ 
paratively  few  exponents  at  the  Show, 
may  ultimately  be  superseded  by  the 
diagonal  engine,  several  American  and 
Canadian  vehicles  being  fitted  with 
V-8  motors.  Britain,  with  the  Straight 
Eight  Daimler,  has  standardised  the 
style,  though  certain  cars  of  American 
origin,  e.g.,  Bulck  and  Packard,  con¬ 
tinue  to  use  vertical  eights. 

It  was  more  or  less  the  same  during 
the  1920s,  when  American  makers 
were  quite  prolific  in  the  application 
of  diagonal  8-cylinder  engines;  their 
space-saving  properties  possessing  a 


hard  Dyna.  Nevertheless,  we  may  well 
witness  a  revival  of  the  12-cylinder 
diagonal,  or  the  horizontally-opposed 
type,  having  more  than  four  cylinders, 
as  is  at  present  represented  by  the 
4-cylinder  Jowett. 

An  outstanding  feature  is  that  some 
70  per  cent,  of  car  engines  are  built 
with  overhead  valving,  so  that  about 
one-third  have  side-valve  chests.  On 
previous  occasions  I  have  expressed  an 
opinion  that  valves-in-the-head  were 
evidently  going  to  replace  the  side- 
valve  system. 

vnth  regard  to  overhead  camshafts, 
there  is  no  indication  of  an  increasing 
use,  for  only  in  some  10  per  cent,  of 
car  engines  is  this  valve-actuation 
employed.  Rolls-Royce  and  Rover 
are  the  chief  exponents  of  the  over¬ 
head  admission  and  side  exhaust

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design;  pushrod  and  rocking  lever 
action  is  certainly  first  and  foremost. 

No  fresh  approach  to  sleeve -valves  is 
to  be  found  anywhere  at  Earls  Court, 
so  far  as  concerns  cars,  and  even  in 
marine  motors,  not  a  single  specimen 
of  the  kind  is  shown.  I  would  not  go 
so  far  as  to  declare  that  the  system 
may  not  return  at  some  future  time, 
but,  in  that  event  it  may  serve  not 
merely  as  a  valve,  but  as  a  major  part 
of  other  mechanism  in  the  engine. 

No  unorthodoxy 

There  is  also  no  evidence  that  the 
two-stroke  motor  is  likely  to  find  a 
place  in  the  modern  car.  We  know, 
too,  that  in  the  industrial  vehicle  field, 
save  for  the  Foden  two-stroke  engine, 
the  principle  is  not  favoured. 

Moreover,  no  high-speed  oil  engine 
has  been  evolved  to  take  the  place  of 
petrol  motors  in  this  country.  It  would 
indeed  be  a  great  day  in  the  annals  of 
the  motor  world  if  a  thoroughly  prac¬ 
ticable  lightweight  oil-engine  were 
produced  for  private-car  propulsion. 

Associated  with  these  matters  is  the 
fact  that  the  petrol-injection  type  of 
engine  has  not  succeeded  in  contesting 
the  merit  of  the  ordinary  carburetter. 


which  latter  remains  unaltered  in 
general. 

Engine  cooling  systems  are  much  as 
heretofore,  without  any  major 
development,  and  the  same  observa¬ 
tion  is  true  of  coil  ignition.  There  is, 
however,  an  inclination  to  pay  greater 
attention  to  cooling  the  engine  lubri¬ 
cating  oil. 

Recent  tendencies  in  the  direction 
of  the  “square”  engine  seem  to  show 
a  slightly  greater  use,  a  few  newer 
motors  having  a  stroke  appreciably 
shorter  than  the  cylinder-bore. 

If  the  worm-gear  drive  is  employed 
in  the  axles  of  cars  by  one  or  two 
constructors  for  one  but  not  all  of 
their  models,  the  spiral  bevel  gear  Is 
still  used  in  30  or  more  different 
chassis.  The  hypoid  bevel  is,  however, 
now  preferred  by  considerably  more 
than  half  of  all  makes  exhibited.  At 
first  many  were  as  much  against 
“hypoid”  as  typhoid;  to-day  their 
attitude  has  changed  to  one  of  the 
highest  appreciation. 

The  single-plate  clutch  seems  to 
have  become  as  permanent  and  uni¬ 
versal  as  hydraulic  braking.  Manually- 
controlled  synchromesh  gears  continue 
in  their  uninterrupted  course,  with  a

t  magnetic  system,  as  employed  by,  for 
example,  Delage  and  Delahaye,  seem 
to  appeal  to  British  car  builders. 

■  Hydraulic  couplings  and  torque  con- 
i  verters  are  favoured  mainly  in 

America,  where  various  makers,  such 
:  as  Buick,  Cadillac,  Packard,  Ford, 

■  Chevrolet  and  Hudson,  fit  these 
'  transmissions  generally  as  optional 
;  equipment.  Few,  however,  confine 

themselves  to  the  method,  most  offer¬ 
ing  the  conventional  synchromesh 
•  type,  where  the  buyer  prefers  it. 

Overdrive  gears 

In  this  connection,  the  new  Ford 
V.8  is  shown  for  the  first  time  at  Earls 
Court  with  its  automatic  drive.  Several 
chassis  from  the  United  States  embody 
an  overdrive  in  conjunction  with 
synchromesh  gears.  Lincoln,  Ford  and 
others  offer  this  combination. 

One  of  the  most  important  points 
Is  the  question  of  accessibility,  in 
some  machines  a  good  measure  of 
success  In  this  direction  is  undoubtedly 
achieved,  but  in  many  others  oyster¬ 


like  access  to  hidden  parts  is  a  very 
real  bugbear.  Special  tools  and  ap¬ 
pliances  are  all  very  well,  yet  costly 
hours  spent  on  clearing  and  restoring 
the  way  to  the  work  constitute  a 
serious  matter. 

Getting  at  the  job 

Compactness  of  construction,  and  the 
“clean”  finish  demanded  in  these  days 
often  stand  in  the  path  of  getting  at 
the  seat  of  the  trouble.  The  repairer 
knows  only  too  well  the  time  amd 
labour  required  to  reach  some  minor 
fitting  for  rectification  or  adjustment, 
all  because  several  other  parts  must 
carefully  be  removed  before  the  core 
of  the  job  can  be  tackled. 

I  agree  that  the  problem  is  far  from 
being  an  easy  one  to  solve,  yet  it  calls 
for  constant  consideration  and  en¬ 
deavour.  It  would  be  of  the  utmost 
advantage  to  all  concerned  If  every 
designer  would  bear  in  mind  the  word 
accessibility  all  the  time  when  he  is 
at  the  drawing-board. 

Among  newcomers  to  the  Show,  the 
Austin  Seven  has,  of  course,  drawn 
crowds,  as  the  cynosure  of  all  eyes. 
It  Is  produced  according  to  the  most 
modem  style,  both  as  to  mechanical 
layout  and  Integral  chassis-body  con-

£10,000  Italian 

At  the  other  extreme,  the  low-bullt 
Ferrari  12-cylinder-englned  model  Is 
a  highly-advanced  example  of  Italian 
design  and  construction,  with  that 
neatness  of  execution  for  which  the 
country  has  long  been  celebrated.  This 
maker  exhibits  the  only  chassis  at  the 
Show  with  a  5-speed  transmission  and 
an  engine  rated  at  200  h.p. 

It  may  be  mentioned  that  the  In¬ 


clusive  price  of  the  342  America  model 
Is  nearly  £10,000. 

The  welcome  return  of  an  old  and 
well-known  French  marque  is  seen  in 
the  Salmson,  which,  with  its  4-cylinder 
(82  X  105)  engine,  twin  overhead  cam¬ 
shafts,  four-speed  gear,  and  so  forth, 
is  thoroughly  up  to  date. 

High-powered  Americans 

In  an  altogether  different  group  is 
the  latest  Chrysler  Saratoga,  which  Is 
very  transatlantic  from  every  view¬ 
point.  This  chassis  is  built  with  an 
8-cylinder  o.h.v.  (86.8  x  92.1)  diagonal 
engine,  claimed  to  develop  180  b.h.p. 
at  4,000  r.p.m.  It  has  “fluid  drive”  and 
the  4-speed  gear  is  controlled 
hydraulically. 

It  Is  interesting  to  perceive  that 
this  machine  has  an  engine  similar  to 
that  of  the  Cadillac  model  62,  with  an 
output  of  160  b.h.p.  at  3,800  r.p.m.,  this

The  Sabre  V-8 

In  another  new  American  car  (not 
at  Earls  Court),  General  Motors  Sabre 
V-8,  fitted  with  supercharging  appara¬ 
tus,  is  said  to  provide  300  h.p.  The 
bodsnvork  is  of  magnesium  alloy-metal, 
the  driving  axle  is  of  the  De  Dion- 
Bouton  articulated  type,  rubber  in 
torsion  is  used  for  the  front  suspen¬ 
sion,  and  forced  ventilation  of  the 
brakes  is  employed.  The  wheelbase 
mesisures  9ft.  S^in. 

Such  famed  British  cars  as  Bentley 
and  Rolls  continue  to  hold  fast  to  the 
highest  constructional  standards  with¬ 
out  introducing  novelty.  The  new 
6-cyllnder  Regency  Daimler  follows 
closely  on  the  lines  of  its  predecessors, 
and,  as  such,  is  a  very  fine  specimen. 


It  has,  however,  been  expressly  de¬ 
signed  for  production  on  a  much 
larger  scale  than  previous  Daimlers, 
and  a  new  factory  has  been  erected 
specially  for  its  manufacture. 

A  competent  observer  can  hardly  fall 
to  be  Impressed  by  the  conservative 
characteristics  of  most  British  makes. 
In  Britain,  the  motor  manufacturing 
industry  as  a  whole  will  not  Introduce 
any  innovation  unless  it  is  well  proved 
beforehand.  That  is  an  honest  and 
eminently  satisfactory  course  to 
pursue. 

Foreign  constructors,  however,  in 
the  past  have  created  and  put  forth 
some  unusual  departures  from  estab¬ 
lished  practice,  which  subsequently 
led  to  widespread  appreciation  of  their 
merits.  Our  custom  of  hastening 
slowly  is  admirable,  though  it  should 
not  be  allowed  to  foster  stagnation  or 
sterility  in  new  mechanical  ideas. 

The  competitive  future 

(Continentals  and  Americans  do  not 
wholly  escape  from  a  similar  paucity 
of  progress  in  the  development  of  real 
innovations;  but,  broadly  speaking, 
they  possess  the  spirit  of  enterprise 
to  a  marked  degree.  And  so,  for  \is, 
against  the  competitive  future,  it  is 
wise  to  think  on  these  things  now. 

Surveying  the  exhibition  as  a 
criterion  of  current  usage,  we  find 
interesting  and  pertinent  facts  con¬ 
cerning  the  makes  and  models 
displayed. 

Thus,  of  the  vehicles  on  view  there 
are;  26  with  4-cylinder  engines,  34  with 
6-cylinder  engines.  15  with  8-cyllnder 
engines,  three  with  12-cylinder  engines 
(one  make),  and  four  with  2-cylinder 
engines  (one  make).

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two  makes  having  motors  mounted 
at  the  back,  two  with  horizontal  en¬ 
gines,  and  five  with  8-cyllnder  power 
sets.  Engines  with  side  valving  are 
distributed  among  vehicles  of  some  17 
makes. 

The  change-speed  gearsets  going 
with  the  aforementioned  motors  are 
as  follows:  15  with  3-speed  transmis¬ 
sion,  49  with  4-speed  transmission,  and 
one  with  5-speed  transmission. 

Other  transmissions 

Of  these  models,  nearly  all  are 
furnished  with  synchromesh  type 
changes.  Cars  exhibited  with  other 
transmissions  include:  three  with 
Wilson  self-changing  gear,  three  with 
Cotal  magnetic  system,  14  with  hy- 
draullc-and-planetary  gear. 

Having  looked  closely  at  this  year’s 
Show  by  the  aid  of  this  necessary  brief 
resume,  the  contemplative  reader  may, 
perhaps,  indulge  in  consideration  of 
future  possibilities.

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Tell  Public  our  Problems 


President  Arthur  HaWs  challenge  to  manufacturers 
at  M,A,A,  annual  Show  dinner 


The  President  said  that  time  was  when 
his  dnty  would  have  been  to  congratulate 
the  manufacturers  on  the  excellence  of 
their  products  and  to  express  his  belief  that 
they  would  be  the  means  of  providing  both 
distributors  and  retailers  with  profitable 
business  during  the  coming  12  months. 

“Alas,  I  am  afraid  we  are  all  caught  up 
in  the  maelstrom  of  world  events,  and  we 
are  all — manufacturers,  retailers  and  the 
public  alike — forced  to  pay  heed  to,  and 
take  Into  account,  those  external  pressures 
being  made  upon  us,"  he  went  on. 

“It  has  become  somewhat  commonplace 
to  refer  to  the  motor  Industry  as  one  of 
the  coimtry’s  chief  exporters,  and  an  enor¬ 
mous  amount  of  credit  has  rightly  to  go  to 
our  manufacturers. 

“Whilst  manufacturers  have  been  ready 
and  willing  to  make  their  contribution  to 
exports,  nevertheless,  I  know  that  they  have 
shared  with  the  motor  retail  trade  the  con¬ 
cern  that  the  home  market  has  been  re¬ 
stricted  arbitrarily  to  fewer  and  fewer  new 
cars  each  year,  and  I  want  to  assure  the 
public  that  this  position  has  come  about 
entirely  as  the  result  of  Government  edict 
and  not  by  the  industry. 

“Whilst  the  manufacturing  side  of  the 


Retail  trade  “in  shadow” 

A  CHALLENGE  to  manufacturers 
to  tell  the  public  of  the  difficul¬ 
ties  besetting  the  retail  motor 
trade  instead  of  telling  them  of  the 
wonders  of  cars  that  they  couldn’t  buy 
was  thrown  out  by  President  Arthur 
B.  Hall,  of  the  Motor  Agents’  Associ¬ 
ation,  at  the  association’s  annual  din¬ 
ner  in  London  on  Tuesday. 

Some  of  the  money  might  be 
diverted  “towards  encouraging  a  little 
sympathetic  understanding  by  the 
public  towards  that  side  of  the  trade 
upon  which  the  sun  of  appreciation 
does  not  shine,  and  which  is  compelled 
to  dwell  in  constant  shadow,’’  he  de¬ 
clared  in  a  fighting  speech  which 
spared  no  words  in  flaying  the  policy 
of  restriction  on  the  motor  industry 
and  motor  transport. 

Mr.  Hall  was  replying  to  a  toast  to  the 
M.A.A.  proposed  by  Sir  Reginalil  Rootes, 
who  was  really  deputising  for  Austin  Chair¬ 
man  and  Managing  Director  L.  P.  Lord,  who 
had  been  unwell  and  was  still  not  fit. 
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Industry  has  deservedly  received  acclama¬ 
tion  for  Its  achievements,  the  retail  side 
has  been  the  unfortunate  recipient  of  much 
misplaced  abuse  and  misunderstanding, 
due  to  the  public’s  frustration. 

"What  can  be  done  to  put  this  in  true 
perspective?  I  venture  to  suggest  to  our 
manufacturer  friends  to-night  that,  of  the 
money  which  they  spend  on  telling  the  pub¬ 
lic  how  excellent  are  the  motor  cars  which 
cannot  be  obtained,  a  little  might  be 
diverted  towards  encouraging  a  little  sym¬ 
pathetic  understanding  by  the  public  to- 
Avards  that  side  of  the  trade  upon  which 
the  sun  of  appreciation  does  not  shine,  and 
which  is  compelled  to  dwell  in  constant 
shadow. 

“Is  It  generally  known.  I  wonder,  that  the 
motor  trade  has  voluntarily  and  deliberately 
sacrificed  hundreds  of  thousands  of  pounds 
of  potential  profit  In  order  to  preserve  Its 
good  name,  and  protect  the  public  from  the 
operations  of  the  racketeer?  Is  there  no 
significance  In  the  fact  that  the  retail  motor 
trade  pays  over  C.IO.OOO  per  annum  out  of 
Its  own  pocket  to  protect  Its  customers  from 
the  depredations  of  those  whose  activities 
must  be  held  In  check? 

Nationally  important 

“I  make  the  plea  that  the  car-starved 
public  should  be  made  aware  of  the  volun¬ 
tary  protection  which  Is  being  afforded  to 
It.  and  that  It  should  become  cognisant  also 
of  the  hours  of  consultation  and  committee 
work,  which  have  been  put  In  by  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Industry  from  all  sides,  to  en¬ 
sure  that  the  allocation  of  those  very  few 
cars  and  vehicles  which  we  receive  shall  be 
made  as  fairly  as  It  Is  humanly  possible  to 
make  It. 

“I  hope  that,  whatever  the  colour  of  the 
new  tiovernment,  it  will  realise  the  im¬ 
portance  of  road  transport  to  the  efficiency 
of  an  Industrialised  nation  like  ours.  If 
this  country  Is  to  achieve  what  It  must 
achieve  in  production  In  the  next  few  years, 
then  all  Industry  and  trade  must  have  at 
Its  service  an  efficient  road  transport  fleet, 
and  In  this  I  Include  a  passenger  car  fleet, 
for  the  pas.senger  car  Is  a  vital  necessity  for 
Industry,  con’merce,  and  for  trade. 

"Tlie  days  are  long  past  when  the  motor 
car  was  regarded  as  a  luxury,  used  primarily 
for  pleasure  motoring.  This  has  long  since 
been  realised  by  progressit'e  nations  like  the 
IJ.S.A..  where  the  car  Is  rightly  recognised 
as  an  essential  utility,  making  for  speedy 
efficiency  in  business  of  all  kinds. 

“Unfortunately,  there  are  .some,  even  In 
higher  places  In  this  country,  who  still  do 
not  reall.se  that  fact.  Let  them  reall.se  that 


the  past  has  gone;  let  them  allow  the  coun¬ 
try  to  work  for  a  new  future.  .May  our  next 
Government  see  the  wisdom  of  increasing 
the  home  supplies  of  new  cars  well  beyond 
the  present  paltry  figure  of  80,000  per 
annum 

Age  of  cars 

“Of  the  2,200,000  cars  now  on  the  road,  no 
fewer  than  1,250,000  are  already  at  least  12 
years  old,  and  of  these  700,000  are  over  14 
years  old.  That  Is  a  state  of  affairs  which 
must  be  remedied.  Before  the  war  the 
average  life  of  a  car  was  between  7  and 
8  years,  so  that  to-day  more  than  half  the 
cars  on  the  road  are  nearly  twice  the  nor¬ 
mal  age.  This  Is  a  sorry  state  of  affairs, 
but  It  Is  a  tribute  to  the  sound  British 
workmanship  which  went  Into  them,  and  a 
tribute  also  to  the  servicing  achievements 
of  our  trade. 

“Parts  for  many  of  these  older  cars  are 
becoming  unobtainable.  Can  our  manu¬ 
facturers  be  expected  to  use  their  greatly 
reduced  steel  supplies  to  fabricate  these 
obsolete  parts?  How  much  wiser,  and  how 
much  more  economic  gradually  to  bring  the 
fleet  up  to  date  and  allow  manufacturers  to 
concentrate  fully  and  efficiently  on  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  current  type  cars  and  current 
type  parts. 

“Many  of  these  vehicles  are  beyond  econo¬ 
mic  repair,  and  It  Is  becoming  wasteful  of 
money  and  effort  to  keep  them  In  a  proper 
state. 

“Some  of  our  customers  are  critical  of 
the  costs  of  repair,  and  we  In  the  trade 
are  also  anxious  on  this  point,  and  doing 
our  best  to  keep  them  as  low  as  possible. 
Everybody  In  the  country,  however.  Is  faced 
with  rising  costs,  and  I  think  that  we  can 
claim  that  repair  prices  have  risen  to  a 
les.ser  extent  than  most  other  services  and 
commodities. 

Higher-wage  oiaim 

“Like  all  other  industries  and  trades,  we 
are  faced  with  applications  from  the  trade 
unions  for  wage  Increases  at  Intervals  of 
approximately  eight  or  nine  months.  The 
trade  Is  willing,  and  Indeed  anxious,  that 
Its  workpeople  shall  be  paid  fair  and  ad¬ 
equate  wages,  but  I  cannot  help  but  wonder 
where  these  recurring  wage  Increases  are 
going  to  lead  us.  Unless  higher  wages  are 
accompanied  by  harder  work,  and  greater 
output,  then  prices,  and  in  turn  the  cost  of 
living,  are  merely  going  to  rise  again,  to  be 
followed  by  still  further  wage  demands. 

“Tliere  Is  only  one  means  of  Improving 
our  economic  position  and  that  Is  by  In¬ 
creasing  output  per  man  hour.  The  exten- 
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Sion  of  the  working  week  by  paying  for  the 
extra  hours  at  overtime  rates  cannot  be  the 
answer  to  the  problem.  It  may  be  that  the 
answer  Is  the  introduction  of  incentive 
schemes  giving  a  reward  for  the  Industrious. 
We  must  all  realise,  both  management  and 
workpeople,  that  we  must  work  harder.  I 
am  confident  we  can.  and  I  am  satisfied 
we  n.ust.” 

Resale  price  maintenance 

Another  Important  Issue  affecting  the  in¬ 
dustry  was  that  of  resale  price  maintenance, 
and  the  President  continued:  “I  wonder  If 
the  public  realise  to  what  extent  they  have 
benefited  from  the  policy  of  resale  price 
maintenance  as  practi-sed  In  the  motor  in¬ 
dustry.  It  is  Interesting  to  record  that, 
since  the  covenant  was  introduced  In  1946, 
three  quarters  of  a  million  new  cars  have 
been  sold  under  the  covenant  scheme  to 
the  British  public  at  manufacturers’  list 
prices,  plus  purchase  tax.  Cars  out  of  cov¬ 
enant  have  been  sold,  at  an  average  of  150 
per  cent,  above  list  prices.  Those  Inflated 
prices  the  public  have  been  quite  willing 
to  pay. 

“Therefore  at  a  most  conservative  esti¬ 
mate  the  public  has  paid  €150  million  LESS 
for  their  new  vehicles  than  they  would  have 
paid  in  the  absence  of  the  industry’s  policy 
of  resale  price  maintenance.  How  then  can 
it  be  said  that  a  poilcy  of  resale  price  main¬ 
tenance — at  any  rate  in  the  motor  industry 
— Is  contrary  to  the  public  Interest? 

“The  provision  of  servlce.s — and  this  Is 
predominantly  a  service  trade — costs  money 
and  cannot  be  maintained  at  a  high  level 
If  prices  have  to  be  sla-shed  In  order  to  com¬ 
pete  In  cut-throat  price  competition.  Many 
necessary  services  and  excellent  schemes, 
such  as  that  for  the  training  and  educating 
of  apprentices,  would  have  to  go,  which 
would  considerably  lower  the  value  of  this 
essential  service  trade  to  the  public.” 

‘‘Tied”  petrol  warning 

In  a  word  on  petrol,  Mr.  Hall  declared: 
“We  have  seen.  In  the  last  12  to  15  months, 
the  development  by  the  petrol  companies 
of  their  schemes  for  one  hundred  per  cent, 
representation.  We  In  the  association  have 
taken  the  line  that.  If  thes*  scheme.s  are  to 
Improve  the  efficiency  and  service  given  to 
the  public  at  petrol  stations,  then  we  are  In 
full  sympathy  with  such  an  objective.  But 
frankly  we  want  to  be  satisfied  that  that  Is 
the  object. 

“We  believe  In  prlvcte  enterprise,  and 
freedom  for  private  enterprise  and  If  there 
are  to  be  at  any  time  In  the  future  any 
Ideas  of  making  petrol  stations  ’tied’  Ileuses, 
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with  the  owners  bound  to  one  company  or 
another,  whether  they  like  It  or  not,  then 
we  shall  exert  all  our  power  and  influence 
to  oppose  any  such  moves. 

“I  hope  that  at  no  time  In  the  future 
shall  we  find  any  endeavour  to  bind  the 
owner  of  a  petrol  station  Involimtarlly  to 
.selling  not  only  one  particular  brand  of 
petrol  but  of  oil  and  of,  perhaps,  other 
motor  products  and  supplies.” 

In  his  speech.  Sir  Reginald  Rootes,  who 
Is  Deputy  Chairman  of  the  Rootes  Group, 
was  full  of  optimism  for  the  future. 

“In  spite  of  difficulties  I  have  every  con¬ 
fidence  In  the  future  of  the  motor  Industry 
as  a  whole  and  In  particular  of  the  retail 
trade,”  he  said. 

He  reminded  the  gathering  that  he  and 
his  brother.  Sir  William  Rootes,  had  started 
as  motor  agents,  and  they  had  never  for¬ 
gotten  the  lessons  learnt  at  that  time.  “We 
still  feel  that  we  like  to  keep  our  hand  In. 

“I  feel  that  success  will  attend  the  efforts 
of  those  who  merit  It,  despite  the  problems 
presented  by  restrictions  and  controls.” 

It  was  all  too  prevalent  to  regard  this 
country  as  finished,  but  he  believed  that 
was  not  true.  He  declared:  “Through  our 
own  foolishness  we  have  suffered  an  eclipse, 
but  I  am  sure  that  through  our  own  efforts 
we  will  show  what  can  be  done.” 

Opportunities  for  youth 

The  Industry  was  not  a  static  one.  and 
there  were  opportunities  for  men  of  all 
grades.  Who  could  say  what  power  and 
transmission  units  there  would  be  In  the 
future.  Yes,  there  were  many  opportunities 
for  the  yoimg,  the  courageous,  the  able. 

Sir  Reginald  went  on  to  say  that  motor 
agents  had  adapted  themselves  to  the  re¬ 
stricted  home  market  position  very  well. 
But  he  urged  them  not  to  take  too  mucli 
profit  out  of  servicing  although  costs,  mat¬ 
erials  and  overheads  had  risen  coiisideralily. 
It  was  up  to  them  to  keep  transport  as 
cheap  as  possible. 

Coming  to  purchase  tax,  he  declared  that 
it  had  become  so  heavy  as  to  he  a  national 
folly  for  a  manufacturing  and  producing 
country.  It  had  meant  dearer  transport  for 
manufactured  goods,  which  rouid  only  in¬ 
flate  the  already  high  costs. 

He  believed,  however,  that  there  was  no 
alternative  to  some  restriction  on  the  home 
market,  but  It  had  been  carried  too  far,  with 
the  consequence  that  costs  and  efficiency 
had  suffered. 

Toast  to  the  guests  was  proposed  by 
M.A.A.  Deputy  President  Howard  Godfrey, 
the  reply  being  by  Lord  Tevlngton,  Deputy 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Lords.

Show  of  determination 

HERE  was  an  air  of  optimism 
and  determination  at  the  annual 
lunch  of  the  Fellowship  of  the 
Motor  Industry  in  Liondon  on  Friday 
last  week,  optimism  and  determina¬ 
tion  that  the  industry  would  come 
through  its  present-day  problems  and 
go  on  to  greater  achievements  in  the 
days  ahead. 

A  record  gathering  of  600  attended, 
demonstrating  the  depth  of  the  fellow.shlp 
within  the  Pellow.shtp;  and  it  was  that 
spirit,  tile  speakers  all  said,  which  would 
carry  the  industry  tlirough. 

After  “The  King”  had  been  proposed  by 
Chairman  and  Pounder  .\rtliur  .1,  Salmon, 
“The  Fellowship”  was  proposed  by  Sir 
Charles  Bartlett,  In  a  breezy  speech. 

Sir  Charles  recalled  that  in  Its  early  days 
the  motor  Industry  was  a  small,  struggling 
infant  In  swaddling  clothes.  It  seemed  now 


that  they  had  gone  the  full  cycle  and  were 
back  to  swaddling  clothes  again — “all  tied 
up  and  wet-nursed.” 

He  drew  applause,  however,  when  he  went 
on:  “We’ll  bust  these  swaddling  clothes  and 
get  rid  of  these  wet  nurses  running  round.” 

The  Fellowship  could  do  so  much  for  the 
spirit  of  goodwill  needed  In  the  Industry. 
Whatever  the  shape  the  industry  took  In 
the  .future,  he  hoped  that  spirit  would  con¬ 
tinue. 

Sir  Charles  did  utter  one  word  of  warn¬ 
ing.  It  was  that  he  felt  that  in  the  motor 
industry  they  were  not  breeding  and  train¬ 
ing  salesmen.  There  had  been  no  practice 
for  them.  They  were  going  to  be  up  against 
this  if  honest  competition  returned. 

He  concluded  with  a  tribute  to  President 
Janies  .\llday,  M.B.E.  (who  has  been  re¬ 
elected  for  a  further  term),  saying  that  he 
had  been  a  great  tower  of  strength  since 
Arthur  Salmon  first  had  “the  great  Idea.”

Charlie  gets  going 

T  half  past  eight,  Mr.  Serklt 
came  into  the  electrical  shop,  to 
And  Charlie  waiting  for  him  with 
his  notebook  on  the  bench. 

“Good  morning,  Charlie.  I  see  you 
have  your  notebook.  Let  me  have  a 
look  at  your  entries  before  we  make  a 
start  on  dynamos.” 

On  the  flypage  the  boy  had  entered 
his  name  and  address,  with  the  name 
of  the  Arm.  He  had  added  the  date 
and  headed  his  entries  as  “Notes  on 
Auto-Electrical  Practice.”  The  com¬ 
mentary  was  a  brief  but  accurate 
resume  of  all  the  points  Mr.  Serkit 
had  mentioned  the  previous  day,  and 
the  circuit  diagram  sketched  as  in 
Fig.  1,  with  notes  relating  to  the  points 
shown. 

Mr.  Serkit  smiled.  “Yes,  Charlie, 
you  haven’t  missed  much,  only  don’t 
forget  that  the  battery  itself,  the  lamp, 
and  the  several  lengths  of  wiring  will 
Involve  some  energy  loss,  and  must 
always  be  included  in  your  analysis. 

“We  shall  be  coming  to  this  again 
under  the  general  subject  of  circuit 
testing.  In  the  meanwhile  I  am  going 
to  Inspect  and  test  a  dynamo  here, 
and  I  want  you  to  follow  carefully 
ithe  various  points  I  shall  mention. 
You  must  not  only  know  how  to  do  a

job  properly,  but  also  why  you  do  it  in 
that  way. 

“The  Arst  necessity  is  a  full  and 
complete  analysis  of  condition  and 
requirements,  and  the  second  is  to 
follow  a  procedure  which  will  cut 
down  the  time  taken.  These  two 
essentials  apply  to  all  jobs,  and  you 
must  bear  in  mind  that  time  saving 
not  only  gets  the  work  out  quicker, 
but  also  reduces  the  cost  and  enables 
us  to  compete  in  a  keen  market. 

“Not  charging” 

“Now  let’s  have  a  clear  working 
space  on  the  bench  by  this  vice.  Pass 
over  those  two  wooden  V  blocks.  We 
will  take  this  machine  and  note  that 
the  job  card  merely  gives  the  owner’s 
name  and  address  with  the  date  and 
the  report  ‘Not  Charging’.” 

“You  will  want  this  parts  tray,  sir, 
and  some  tools,  won’t  you?” 

“Quite  right.  Take  off  the  job  card 
and  clip  it  in  this  tray.  Get  that  re¬ 
port  sheet  pad,  enter  the  job  number, 
and  write  in  the  make,  type  and  service 
number  of  the  dynamo.  I’ll  use  your 
small  tools  as  you  have 
your  kit  here. 

“Now,  we  do  not  make 
the  mistake  of  rushing  the 
job  of  stripping  down.  You 
can  miss  a  great  deal  of 
valuable  evidence  that

“A  bit  more  than  that.  You  see,  the 
cutout  closes  at  about  14,  and  the 
regulator  may  allow  up  to  17.5-18  volts 
under  open  circuit  conditions  when 
cold.  We  must  apply  a  controlled 
overload  when  testing  to  allow  for  the 
weakening  effect  of  heat  and  expan¬ 
sion  on  one  hand,  or  damp  and  con¬ 
ductive  surface  deposit,  on  the  other. 

“It  is  generally  accepted  that  50  volts 
is  a  safe  adequate  testing  potential, 
provided  that  a  sensitive  indicator  of 
leakage  is  in  circuit.  So  we  take  the 
test  leads,  apply  one  to  the  carcase  or 
frame  and  the  other  to  our  Isolated 
sections.  One  of  these  is  the  ‘F’  ter¬ 
minal,  and  if  you  look  again  at  that 
sketch,  you  will  see  that  the  two  colls 
of  the  field  winding  are  Joined  in  the 
centre.  The  through-bolt  passes  under 
that  junction,  and  if  the  wire  is  bare 


indication  of  a  fault  to  earth,”  (Sketch 
No.  3  shows  the  test  applied — “I.T.” 
being  the  insulation  tester.) 

“Oh!  I  see  now  why  you  make  this 
test  before  removing  the  bolts.” 

“Exactly.  And  you  will  also  see 
what  we  do  if  we  get  a  fault  indication. 
As  soon  as  the  lamp  lights  to  Indicate 
that  there  is  an  earth  on  the  field 
circuit,  we  first  slacken  both  bolts  and 
tap  the  end  brackets  about  ^in.  away 
from  the  carcase,  but  do  not  remove 
the  bolts.  Now  repeat  the  check,  and  if 
the  fault  does  not  show  up,  we  can 
look  for  possible  cutting  of  end  taping 
on  the  coils  by  sharp  edges  of  internal 
spigots,  on  dismantling.  This  may 
happen  if  non-uniform  colls  have  been 
fitted,  wound  over-wide. 

Test  for  rubbing  contact 

“Next,  we  apply  the  prods  to  the 
live  brush-holder  and  earth,  then  to 
the  commutator  and  earth.  If  these 
are  clear,  we  test  for  rubbing  contact, 
which  you  may  not  detect  by  spinning 
the  armature.  We  apply  the  prods  to 
the  live  brush  and  commutator,  while 
pressing  the  pulley  end  inwards.  A 
circuit  indication  at  this  point  suggests 
that  the  spacers  at  the  ballrace  end 
are  incorrectly  assembled,  with  the 
end  of  the  commutator  too  near  to  the 
brush  bracket.  The  fault  circuit  is 
made  by  the  end  of  the  commutator 
rubbing  against  the  bracket.  Finally, 
we  apply  prods  to  the  ‘D’  terminal 
and  earth,  to  check  the  main  wire 
and  terminal  insulation.

“We  will  always  reRard  ourselves  as  manu- 
faitiirers,  and  neither  by  expediency  nor 
avarice  will  we  be  persuaded  to  enter  the 
retail  trade,”  he  went  on. 

Once  again  he  looked  at  things  from  the 
angle  of  past,  present  and  future.  The 
past,  he  said,  was  Lord  Austin,  who  they 
would  never  forget.  Lord  Austin  had  laid 
the  foundations  of  the  business. 

Mr.  Attlee  had  said  what  wonderful  things 
had  been  done;  but  how  much  more  would 
have  been  done  If  they  had  been  left  to  do 
as  they  pleased. 


-i- Austin  distributors  and  dealers 
gathered  at  Grosvenor  House,  London, 
on  Monday  evening  for  the  Austin 
Motor  Co.’s  Motor  Show  dinner,  the 
most  reassuring  words  by  Chairman 
and  Managing  Director  L.  P.  Lord 
were  that  whatever  difficulties  there 
might  be  ahead,  his  company  would 
stand  by  the  trade  and  never  enter  the 
distributive  or  retail  business. 

But  there  could  also  be  no  doubt  In  any¬ 
one’s  mind  that  this  man  of  action  was  o\it 
to  continue  the  fight  on  behalf  of  the 
British  motor  Industry,  and  for  Austin  as 
a  world  name  In  particular. 

Leonard  Lord  received  a  tumultuous  wel¬ 
come  when  he  rose  to  reply  to  the  toast 
to  the  Austin  Motor  Company  proposed  by 
.\.  II.  Waring,  of  Joseph  Lucas,  Ltd.,  and 
although  he  had  been  111  and  was  In  fact 
still  feeling  far  from  well,  the  Austin  chief 
was  very  much  his  usual  breezy  self. 

In  his  promise  to  the  trade.  Mr.  Lord 
declared  that  the  Austin  Motor  Co.  would 
always  try  to  deserve  the  wonderful  good¬ 


Unborn  new  ideas 

“But  what’s  new?”  Mr.  Lord  continued. 
There  was  the  new  assembly  plafit  at  Long- 
bridge,  a  new  paint  shop  and  a  lot  of  new 
ideas  that  they  had  not  been  allowed  to  put 
into  being. 

'They  had  bought  land  In  Avistralia  and 
South  Africa  and  were  planning  for  build¬ 
ings  to  be  erected  there;  there  was  also  the 
new  showroom  In  New  York.  Austin  had 
been  the  first  In  America  and  In  Canada, 
and  for  the  latter  covmtry  their  slogan  was 
“We’re  there  and  we’re  there  to  stay.”  They 
had  been  first  in  and  would  be  last  out. 

He  turned  then  to  the  Austin  Seven,  and 
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said  that  while  they  knew  how  well  It  would 
sell  at  home,  they  were  Kolng  out  to  sell  it 
on  overseas  markets. 

Looking  at  the  future,  Mr.  Lord  said  he 
could  see  competition  coming  from  Italy 
and  Germany,  and  from  America.  After  the 
completion  of  the  rearmament  programme 
America  and  other  countries  would  face  un¬ 
employment  and  would  put  people  to  work 
at  other  things.  They  had  got  to  be  ready 
for  that. 


Since  the  war,  Austin  exports  had  totalled 
£144,000,000,  and  to-day  they  were  respon¬ 
sible  for  21  per  cent,  of  the  country's  export 
of  motor  vehicles. 

It  was  interesting,  too,  that  in  1949  there 
were  20,000  visitors  to  their  London  show¬ 
rooms,  Increasing  to  24,000  In  1950  and 
30,000  so  far  in  1951.  Of  this  total  of 
74,000,  some  47,000  were  from  overseas. 

Col.  Waite  went  on  to  say  that  they  had 
been  inspired  to  the  greatest  possible  efforts 
by  Chairman  Leonard  Lord  and  his  deputy, 
fieurge  liarrlniaii  and  his  lieutenants.  In 
the  export  field  Itself  they  were  evpr_  grate¬ 
ful  to  Jim  Braiuley.  the  pjorporatfon’s  Man- 
.ASlQfif  Director,  and  his  stall,  ..  . 


Peak  not  passed 

But  Austin  were  going  to  be  ahead  and 
be  a  dollar  earner,  and  the  Ministry  would 
be  forced  eventually  to  give  them  the  steel  ^ 
the/  already  deserved. 

“Under  free  enterprise  we  believe  we  can 
go  forward  and  give  service  and  a  higher 
standard  of  living  for  all  who  work  for  us,” 
he  continued. 

Some  people  said  that  the  British  motor 
Indastry  had  passed  Its  peak,  with. produc¬ 
tion  outstripping  demand  under  normaL  ~ 
conditions.  But  Mr.  Lord  did  not  believe.* 
that.  “The  .\ustln  Motor  Co.  has  certainly- 
not  passed  its  peak — neither  has  England,”'  ' 

he  concluded.  V  i.i‘ •  , 

In  his  toast^'  Mr.\ Waring'  paid  tribute  'to  ’* 
the  company  and  Aheir^chlef,  and  said  that 
at  the  shows  the  new  cars  Inevitably  re-c’ 
fleeted  the  Influence  of  the  managing  direc¬ 
tors  of  the  firms  producing  them.  This  was 
true  of  Austin,  and  of  the  new  Seven  he 
said  that  this  car  would  make  1951  go  down 
as  a  vintage  year  In  the  history  of  the 
company. 

Mr.  Waring  also  looked  Into  the  future. 
He  said  he  believed  that  after  the  end  of 
rearmament,  the  vast  increase  In  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  steel  would  be  turned  over  to 
Industry,  and  very  much  to  the  motor 
manufacturers. 

Among  the  guests  were  a  number  of  over¬ 
seas  distributors,  one  of  them  being  Gahey 
Brown,  from  Australia,  or,  to  be  precise, 
Tasmania.  And  It  was  Mr.  Brown  who  pro¬ 
posed  a  toast  to  the  Austin  Motor  Export 
Corporation,  Ltd.  ‘ 

He  said  that  Austin  had  really  gone  to 
town  In  the  last  few  years,  but  they  had 
only  to  look  at  the  personnel  to  see  why. 

Home  dealers  might  be  envious  of  the 
number  of  cars  that  Australia  and  other 
overseas  markets  had  received,  but  a  lot  of 
hard  work  had'  been'’ needed. 

Replying,  Col. ’A.  C.  R.  Waite,  M.C..  of  the 
Austin  Export '  Corporation,  related  that 
since  the  wal*  his  company  had  shipped 
110.000  vehicles  to  Australia.  And  at  the 
present  export  rate  their  figure  was  almost 
double  that  of  their  nearest  competitor.

How  it  began  ' 

T  was  In  1901  that  two  Yorkshire 
brothers,  Ben  and  Willie  Jowett, 
began  their  career  as  motor  manu¬ 
facturers  by  building  a  replacement 
engine  for  the  6  h.p.  de  Dion  and 
6i  h.p.  Aster  units  which  powered  so 
many  early  light  •  cars.  Incredible 
though  it  may  seem,  this  first  venture 
of  the  Jowett  Arm  was  not  a  flat  twin 
but  a  water-cooled  v-twln.  It  was 
succeeded  in  1904  by  a  four-cylinder 
air-cooled  engine  with  overhead 
valves,  a  five-bearing  crankshaft,  and 
a  capacity  of  950  c.c. 

Only  in  1905-6  did  the  first  of  the 
famous  line  of  flat  twins  appear,  as  the 
power  unit  of  a  Jowett  light  car  weighing 
six  cwt..  and  designed  to  appeal  to  careful 
Yorkshire  customers  by  costing  only  a 
penny  a  tnlle  to  run.  It  had  a  three-speed 
gearbox ,  In  unit  with  the  horizontally- 
opposed  ^ater-cooled  engine,  central  gate 
change  alhd  worm  drive  back  axle.  Like 
that  other  product  of  original  minds,  the 
Lanchester,  It  had  tiller  steering. 

Unfortunately,  the  Arm  were  so  busy 
building  motor  cycles  to  the  design  of  that 
other  Yorkshire  engineering  genius.  Alfred 
Bcott.  that  the  prototype  remained  but  a 
prototype  until  1910,  when  production  at 
last  got  under  way. 

Very  significant  In  Jowett  history  was 
the  year  1936.  for  It  saw  the  Introduction 
of  the  first  Jowett  with  a  flat  four  engine. 
Rated  at  10  h.p.,  it  gave  the  new  model  a 


top  speed  of  65  m.p.h.  and  a  most  economi¬ 
cal  petrol  consumption. 

Then  came  the  war,  during  which  Jowetts 
built  up  a  magnificent  production  record 
on  aircraft  components,  mortar  mountings, 
and  other  munitions.  When  peace  came, 
the  twin-cylinder  range  was  reintroduced 
In  commercial  vehicle  form  as  the  Bradford 
In  1946.  and  was  followed  a  short  time 
later  by  the  Javelin. 

Designed  almost  single-handed  by  a  bril¬ 
liant  young  engineer,  it  was  a  complete  de¬ 
parture  from  previous  Jowetts.  being  built 
for  the  medium-price  high-performance 
market.  The  Javelin  was  an  immediate 
success,  not  only  In  this  country,  but  also 
abroad,  especially  on  the  Continent,  where 
Its  successes  in  such  events  as  the  Belgian 
24-hour  race  and  the  Monte  Carlo  Rally 
soon  gained  it  considerable  prestige. 

The  Jupiter 

In  1949  a  new  sports  version  of  the 
Javelin  aroused  much  interest  at  the  Motor 
Show.  Based  on  Javelin  components 
hou.sed  In  a  tubular  frame  chassis,  it  was 
put  Into  production  as  the  Jupiter,  and 
has  since  gained  many  successes  In  motoring 
competitions  in  this  country,  on  the  Con¬ 
tinent.  and  in  the  United  States. 

Jowetts  have  celebrated  their  Jubilee  by 
the  production  of  a  handsome  book  giving 
full  particulars  of  the  company’s  history. 

This  historic  Arm  shows  no  signs  of  rest¬ 
ing  on  its  latirels,  for  at  a  lunch  last  week 
Chairman  Harry  Woodhesd  announced  that 
only  one  other  British  firm  had  a  better 
export  record  In  the  medium  price  field.

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Calling  for  comment 

Before  the  war,  very  many  wage 
earners  ran  cars  of  their  own.  In 
many  cases,  moreover,  their 
weekly  pay  packets  were  by  no  means 
bulky.  Admittedly  the  position  was 
different  from  that  in  America,  where 
most  working  men  could  afford  auto¬ 
mobiles,  but  things  in  this  country 
were  tending  in  the  same  direction. 
Car  ownership  had  long  ceased  to  be 
the  mark  of  the  rich,  or  even  of  the 
particularly  well-to-do.  The  fact  must 
not  be  forgotten,  and  I  draw  attention 
to  it  now  for  a  particular  reason.  In 
the  course  of  his  speech  at  the  Show 
banquet,  the  President  of  the  S.M.M.T. 
stated  that  it  was  generally  con¬ 
sidered,  pre-war,  that  an  income  of 
£450  a  year  was  the  minimum  on 
which  the  owner  of  a  new  car  could 
get  along  satisfactorily.  While  “new” 
was  doubtless  intended  to  be  the 
operative  word,  that  could  be  over¬ 
looked,  and  the  remark  might 
accordingly  be  misinterpreted.  Quoted 
loosely,  it  could  lead  the  hearer  to 
suppose  that  in  the  “bad  old  days” 
motoring  could  only  be  enjoyed  by 
those  with  quite  comfortable  salaries. 
The  case  was  quite  otherwise. 

Facts  of  a  case 

IT  so  happens  that  the  subject  of 
the  working  man  motorist  is  one 
in  which  I  began  to  take  a  special 
interest  very  many  years  ago.  I  learned 
a  good  deal  about  it  simply  from  ob¬ 
servation,  and  then  a  time  came  when 
I  had  to  carry  out  an  investigation  of 
the  transport  habits  of  employees  in 
large  industrial  plants.  That  Involved 
making  contact  with  the  personnel 
managers  of  a  number  of  factories,  all 
of  which  drew  a  proportion  of  their 


labour  from  wide  rural  areas.  The 
results  proved  extremely  interesting. 
They  showed  that  far  more  of  the 
hands  used  csurs  than  might  have  been 
expected.  At  that  time  of  course  quite 
a  good  used  car  could  be  got  for  £25  ; 
with  luck,  for  less  than  half  that  sum. 
I  knew  personally  several  men  who 
were  always  on  the  look-out  for  bar¬ 
gains — “runners”  that  were  too  shabby 
to  Interest  most  of  us  in  the  trade — 
and  they  would  either  keep  them  until 
they  reached  the  scrapheap  stage,  or 
more  often  “do  a  deal”  with  an 
acquaintance.  Those  fellows  were  not 
earning  £450  a  year,  and  probably  no 
more  than  about  half  that  figure.  How 
they  afforded  to  motor,  I  cannot  ex¬ 
plain,  but  they  budgeted  somehow 
and  apparently  with  success.  So  in 
that  respect  those  days  were  certainly 
none  too  bad,  as  many  users  of  this 
type  will  assure  you — that  is,  if  you 
didn’t  know  that  already. 

Awkward  coincidence 

ONE  Whom  the  election  date  did 
not  suit  was  C.  V.  Ford,  the  Press 
Officer  at  the  Show.  That  in 
itself  is  something  more  than  a  full¬ 
time  job,  but  in  addition  he  was 
standing  as  Conservative  candidate 
for  Peckham!  It  meant,  of  course,  that 
he  had  to  fight  his  campaign  mostly 
by  proxy,  but  one  gathered  he  was  not 
short  of  willing  helpers.  He  would 
have  needed  them,  too,  as  Peckham 
presented  a  decidedly  tough  proposi¬ 
tion.  His  cpponent  got  in  last  time 
with  a  majbrity  of  over  19,000,  and 
Ford  is  to  be  commended  for  going 
into  battle  on  such  a  sticky  field.  He 
qualified  as  a  solicitor,  by  the  way, 
before  he  took  up  work  with  the 
S.M.M.T.,  where  he  was  at  first  in  the 
statistical  department.  As  a  personal 
footnote  to  a  recent  discussion,  I  must 
say  that  I  thought  the  Press  subrange - 
ments  were  again  admirably  handled 
at  this  year’s  Show,

Sir, — As  a  trader  who  has  read  the  various 
correspondence,  and  who  knows  the  majority 
of  the  trade’s  opinion  on  new-car  distribu¬ 
tion,  I  think  we  have  reached  the  final 
point  when  I  read  that  the  B.M.T.A.  have 
won  an  action  to  restrain  a  man  from 
offering  £200  over  list  price  for  a  new  car. 

The  same  man  would  be  welcomed  with

I  think  it  is  time  we  followed  the  lead 
of  a  Scandinavian  country  and  had  a  Gov¬ 
ernment  Order  prohibiting  the  sale  of  any 
new  car,  van  or  lorry  for  more  than  what  it 
cost  new,  and  imposing  really  heavy  fines 
for  any  breaking  of  the  law. 

This  Order  was  made  in  the  early  days  of 
the  war  to  prevent  speculative  racketeer¬ 
ing  in  the  tractor  and  agricultural  imple¬ 
ment  business,  and  ft  worked  very  satisfac¬ 
torily,  as  dealers  can  verify. 

I  feel  sure  that  this  Order  together  with  a 
complete  check  would  remove  about  50  per 
cent,  of  back  orders  and  within  two  or  three 
years  the  new-car  position  would  be  fairly 
reasonable. 

I  know  that  most  distributors  and  main 
dealers  will  fight  tooth  and  nail  against  such 
a  scheme  because  they  can  only  think  and 
talk  about  a  greatly  Increased  number  of 
cars  for  the  home  market,  while  any  sane 
thinking  man  knows  that  the  export  market 
must  be  kept  as  high  as  possible. 

Public  opinion  previously  forced  some 
sort  of  move  and  a  two-year  covenant  was 
brought  out  which  has  done  nothing  to  help 
the  matter. 

I  should  like  to  see  all  small  traders  who, 
after  all,  form  the  majority  of  the  motor 
trade,  write  to  their  new  M.P.  and  press  for 
the  fiat-rate  tax  to  be  applied  to  all  cars 
and  also  for  a  price  control  on  the  resale  of 
cars  and  vans,  etc.

Sir, — Needless  to  say,  I  was  much  Inter¬ 
ested  in  Mr.  Douglas  Mayo's  comments  re¬ 
garding  my  mild  criticism  of  modern  pedal 
cycles  in  your  October  6th  Issue,  xmder 
the  heading  “Cyole  Design.’’ 

As  he  states,  I  still  use  them.  Conse¬ 
quently,  1  occasionally  come  up  against  the 
^ortoomlngs  of  the  modern  ones  (only  a 
few  of  which  I  jjointed  out),  a  very  Impor¬ 
tant  one  being  that  of  weight.  It  Is  with 
regret  that  I  mention  that  I  am  adding  a  few 
more  faults  of  the  modern  machine. 

Quite  recently  a  bicycle  of  a  well-known 
make  was  sold  to  a  man  who  weighed  about 
twelve  stone.  After  a  month's  use  all  the 
.spokes  stripped  out  of  the  nipples.  Upon 
examination  it  was  found  that  the  latter 
were  made  of  aluminium  Instead  of  gun- 
metal.  Needless  to  say,  the  rear  wheel  soon 
collapsed. 

Another  complaint  I  have  is  about  the 
pedals  that  are  attached  to  comparatively 
high-priced  bicycles  by  large  manufacturers, 
being  of  the  cheapest  i>osslhle  mass-pro¬ 
duced  sort,  instead  of  hand-made  pedals. 

I  must  also  mention  careless  assembly.  I 
believe  that  nearly  all  the.  bicycles  to-day 
are  assembled  by  girls  who  have  very  little 
knowledge  of  the  work.  Consequently,  they 
arrive  with  maladjusted  bearings  and  other 
parts. 

With  regard  to  improvements  embodied  in 
Coventry-Eagle  machines.  The  orthodox 
type  of  ball-bearing  steering  is  excellent  and 
usually  keeps  In  perfect  working  order  for 
years  without  adjustment. 

I  could  write  a  much  longer  letter,  but  do 
not  wish  to  trespass  upon  your  valuable 
space  unduly.

Need  for  improving  the  general 
standard  of  rear  lighting  equip¬ 
ment  fitted  to  heavy  vehicles 
has  constantly  been  urged  in  this 
feature.

In  this  respect,  at  any  rate,  the  nation¬ 
alised  undertaking  has  .set  a  commendable 
lead.  It  may  be  repeated  that  stricter  regu¬ 
lations  are  likely  to  be  imposed  about  rear 
lights,  and  customers  will  be  wise  to  have 
modifications  carried  out  by  the  trade  be¬ 
fore  it  becomes  obligatory. 

Inquire  within 

The  B.R.P.  publication,  “Basic  Road 
Statistics,”  becomes  more  useful  from  year 
to  year.  The  1951  edition  has  lately 
been  published,  and  contains  a  wide  vari¬ 
ety  of  information  on  matters  affecting 
the  motor  industry.  The  title  has  really 
ceased  to  indicate  the  full  scope  of  the 
work,  which  any  member  of  the  trade  will 
find  most  valuable  for  reference.  The  price 
is  only  Is.,  and  it  is  obtainable  from  the 
British  Road  Federation,  at  4a,  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.l. 

One  must  resist  the  temptation  to  quote, 
but  a  table  of  .special  Interest  shows  the 
rise  of  diesel  propulsion.  The  first  oil- 
driven  c.v.  made  its  appearance  in  Britain 
in  1928,  and  by  1934  something  over  6,700 
vehicles  were  in  u.se,  including  passenger 
carriers.  By  the  end  of  last  year  the  total 
was  no  fewer  than  88,597. 

Another  new  starter 

One  or  two  novel  en'glne^s  tar  ting  devices 
have  been  introduced  since  the  war,  and  a 
further  one  has  lately  been  developed  by 
Berger  Equipment,  Ltd.,  of  Moor  Lane. 
Staines,  Middlesex.  It  is  available  in  two 
sizes. 

The  Berger  Handraullc  starter  is  cer¬ 
tainly  a  highly  ingenious  device,  although 
ft  employs  only  well-proved  mechanical 
principles.  It  is  manually  operated,  fluid 
being  pumped  into  the  hydraulic  accumula¬ 


tor,  where  it  further  compresses  the  air 
contained  behind  a  flexible  diaphragm. 
This  builds  up  to  about  4,000  Ib./sq.in. 
and.  when  the  control  is  released,  forces 
the  fluid  through  the  starter  mechanism. 
This  operates  two  racks  that  rotate  the 
pinion  of  the  starter  shaft. 

This  starter  has  already  been  supplied 
to  a  number  of  motor  Industry  users. 

Believe  it  or  not!  . 

The  farm  tractor  can  perform  a  remark¬ 
able  variety  of  JoE>s.  but  until  now  I  have 
never  imagined  that.lt  would  ^  milk  cows. 
That,  however,  is  among,  the  p<^ibilltles,  as 
a  Danish  farmer  has  convincingly  shown. 

In  that  country  it  seeins  that  people  often 
keep  these  animals  on  remote  locations, 
which  has  hitherto  meant  that  the  milking 
round  took  up  a  great  deal  of  time,  both 
in  getting  to  and  from  the  sites,  and  for 
the  reason  that  the  Job  had  to  be  done 
by  hand. 

An  ingenious  Ferguson  owner  has,  how¬ 
ever,  contrived  a  milking  machine  that  is 
not  only  carried  on  hLs  tractor,  but  oper¬ 
ated  by  it  as  well,  use  being  made  of  the 
vacuum  in  the  induction  manifold  when 
the  engine  is  running.  The  machine  is  also 
fitted  with  a  container  for  the  chums. 

Danger  in  the  cab 

The  grave  effects  of  carbon  monoxide 
poLsoning  are  well  known,  but  not  all 
vehicle  users  are  careful  to  avoid  them. 
A  ca.se  recently  came  under  notice  in  which 
a  van  driver  was  partially  gas.sed.  and  ap¬ 
parently  only  pulled  up  just  in  time  before 
becoming  unconscious.  Accidents  are  in 
fact  on  record  that  have  been  brought 
about  by  this  cause. 

The  danger  is  obviously  likely  to  be 
greater  in  the  case  of  a  commercial  vehicle 
than  in  that  of  a  saloon  car,  as  the  occu¬ 
pants  of  the  cab  are  sitting  in  a  more  con¬ 
fined  space,  which  means  that  the  concen¬ 
tration  of  fumes  is  obviously  heavier  and 
more  rapid.  When  vehicles  are  being  ser¬ 
viced,  particularly  in  the  case  of  older  types, 
it  is  always  as  well  to  check  that  there  Is 
no  leakage  from  the  exhaust  into  the  cab, 
such  as  may  come  from  a  defective  Joint. 

Ideally,  the  bulkhead  between  the  power 
unit  and  the  cab  should  be  absolutely  gas- 
tight,  and  the  same  applies  of  course  to  the 
floorboards.

CAR  EXPORTS  INCREASED  DURING  SEPTEMBER 


BUT  STILL  FEWER  GOING  TO  CANADA 


Agricultural  tractors  shipped  abroad  in 
September  totalled  7,569,  as  against  9,582 
the  previous  month  and  10,208  in  July,  but 
for  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year  they 
totalled  82,148  units,  as  acainst  59,024  for 
the  same  period  in  1950. 

The  value  of  all  types  of  vehicles  expor¬ 
ted  in  September  was  £37,390,565,  bringing 
the  'total  for  the  first  nine  months  of  this 
year  to  £346,451,847. 


ATSTRAIJ.V  AGAIN  BEST 

Exports  of  new  cars  and  chassis  during 
September  totalled  28,701  units,  valued 
at  £9,859,831.  This  was  a  substantial 
rise  on  the  previous  month  when  the  num¬ 
ber  was  26,318  units,  valued  at  £8,690,580. 

The  total  for  the  nine  months  ended  Sep¬ 
tember  30th  at  269,474  units,  valued  at 
£84,538,477,  however,  was  below  that  for  the 
same  period  in  1950,  when  296,076,  valued  at 
£86,209,019,  were  sent  overseas. 

Our  best  customer  during  September  was 
Egain  Australia,  who  took  5,147  cars  and 
4,312  chassis,  an  increase  over  the  August 
figures  of  3,863  and  4,394  respectively.  Ship¬ 
ments  to  New  Zealand  sdso  increased  during 
the  month,  the  numbers  being  3,628  cars 
and  142  chassis,  as  against  a  total  of  2,700 
units  in  all  the  previous  month. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  was  a  further 
drop  in  the  supply  of  cars  to  Canada,  only 
154  being  sent  compared  with  348  In  Augrust, 
1,876  In  July,  5,482  in  June  and  6,597  in 
May. 

During  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year, 
shipments  of  cars  to  Canada  have  totalled 
27,125  units,  whereas  in  the  same  period  of 
1950  the  total  sent  was  58,111  vehicles.

AUGUST  VEHICLE  OUTPUT 

BIG  DROP  FROM  JULY  FIGURES 

Due  to  the  holiday  season,  car  production 
In  August  dropped  to  25,971  units,  of  which 
20,658  were  for  export  and  6,313  for  home, 
compared  with  the  total  of  38,496  produced 
in  July,  according  to  figures  Issued  by  the 
Society  of  Motor  Manufacturers  and 
Traders. 

There  was  an  output  of  306,976  cars  dur¬ 
ing  the  first  eight  months  of  this  year, 
237,186  being  for  export  and  71,789  for  the 
home  market.  This  was  below  the  cor¬ 
responding  figure  for  1960  by  some  27,700 
units. 

Commercial  vehicles  produced  In  August 
numbered  15,007  units,  9,425  being  for  ex¬ 
port  and  5,582  for  home.  This  also  was  well, 
below  the  output  of  20,064  vehicles  In  July."

NUFFIELD  COLD  ROOM 

ENGINE  TESTS  UNDER  FROST 

At  a  cost  of  nearly  £10,000  the  Nuffleld 
Organisation  have  installed  at  Oxford  one 
of  Britain’s  coldest  rooms — an  underground 
refrigerator  which  can  provide  to  order  tem¬ 
peratures  as  low  as  minus  76  deg.  Fahr.  (180 
deg.  of  frost). 

After  extensive  tests,  the  plant  has  been 
pronounced  ready  for  use.  and  Nuffleld  re¬ 
search  engineers  will  now  be  able  to  carry 
out  tests  far  more  stringent  than  any  they 
have  ever  before  attempted. 

The  special  equipment  worn  by  the  opera¬ 
tors  includes  electrically-heated  suits  and 
flying-boots.  Other  safety  precautions  In¬ 
clude  an  alarm  bell  rung  by  pressing  a 
switch  inside  the  cold  room,  the  door  hav¬ 
ing  special  quick  release  catches. 

It  is  also  intended  to  Install  a  carbon 
monoxide  warning  light  to  detect  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  gas  In  the  chamber,  although  ex¬ 
haust  gases  will  be  carried  away  by  specially 
designed  outlets.  Temperature  of  the  room 
is  thermostat  controlled,  and  double  doors, 
each  weighing  3i  tons,  provide  an  air  lock.

REGENT  SCRVICE  STATION  POLICY 

“Three  parties  must  benefit  from  ‘ex¬ 
clusivity — the  oil  company,  the  dealer  and 
the  motoring  public.” 

These  were  the  words  of  Managing  Direc¬ 
tor  R.  Walton  Ball,  of  the  Regent  Oil  Co., 
when  he  spoke  at  the  dinner-dance  held  by 
the  Southern  Branch  of  the  company  at 
Brighton  on  Friday  last  week.

In  the  first  eight  months  of  1951,  West 
German  motor  factories  reported  that  they 
had  already  made  more  than  85  per  cent, 
of  the  total  1960  production  of  216,107  cars. 

Monthly  exports  averaged  9,500  vehicles, 
a  figure  almost  equal  to  the  exports  for  the 
whole  of  1949,  and  double  the  monthly  aver¬ 
age  of  last  year. 

Biggest  export  markets  for  German  models 
are  In  Holland.  Sweden,  Belgium  and  Swit¬ 
zerland.

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TYRE  PRICE  MAINTENANCE 

OWN  CASE  TO  BE  PREPARED 

ConBideration  was  given  to  the  problem 
of  the  tyre  industry  in  relation  to  the 
Government’s  proposals  for  the  abolition 
of  resale  price  maintenance  at  the  recent 
meeting  of  the  Policy  Committee  of  the 
National  Tyre  Distributors’  Association. 

The  main  question  at  issue  was  whether 
the  representations  being  advanced  with 
regard  to  the  motor  trade  for  submission 
to  the  Board  of  Trade  by  the  Society  of 
Motor  Manufacturers  and  'Traders  would 
adequately  cover  the  tyre  industry. 

’The  committee  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  It  would  be  most  advantageous  if  the 
association  had  readily  available  for  sub¬ 
mission  to  the  Board  of  ’Trade  a  document 
dealing  solely  with  tyre  distribution,  which 
could  be  used  if  and  when  necessary. 

Accordingly,  a  sub-committee  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  consider  draft  statements  already 
prepared,  and  Secretary  R.  Reader  Harris 
was  asked  to  draw  up  a  case  which  could 
be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trade. 

’The  committee  also  accepted  and  wel¬ 
comed  a  resolution  from  Region  10/8B, 
which  read: 

‘"This  Region  is  of  the  opinion  that,  in 
spite  of  the  eissoclation’s  name  being  sub¬ 
scribed  to  the  publication  on  resale  price 
maintenance  by  the  B.M.T.A..  the  Interests 
of  the  tyre  trade  in  general  have  not  been 
fully  stressed. 

’"The  Policy  Committee  are  thus  requested 
to  bring  this  to  the  notice  of  other  inter- 
e.sted  parties  with  a  view  to  further  and 
concerted  action  by  the  tyre  trade. 

“The  Policy  Committee  are  further  re¬ 
quested  to  endeavour  to  obtain  a  guarantee 
of  support  from  other  constituent  bodies 
of  the  Joint  committee  in  the  event  of 
tyres  being  excluded  from  exemption  under 
the  proposed  Act  of  Parliament.’’

PROLONGING  TYRE  LIFE 

RAYON  SUPERSEDING  COTTON 

There  had  been  very  little  change  in  the 
nature  of  the  fabrics  supplied  by  the  textile 
industry  to  the  rubber  industry  during  the 
past  40  years,  G.  .\ppleyard.  of  the  North 
British  Rubber  Co.,  Ltd.,  told  members  of 
the  Scottish  Section  of  the  In.stitutlon  of 
the  Rubber  Industry  at  a  recent  meeting 
in  Edinburgh. 

The  most  outstanding  change  had  been 
that  from  square  woven  ducks  to  cords  for 
tyres.  'The  next  five  years,  however,  might 
bring  other  changes  of  a  similar  character, 
or  even  of  a  more  drastic  evolution,  he 
added. 

With  the  Introduction  of  tyre  cords,  by 
careful  section  of  fibres  and  yarn  con¬ 
struction,  tyres  were  now  made  which  gave 
an  average  life  mileage  of  anywhere  up  to 
.50,000  miles. 

Much  progress  had  been  made  in  tyre 
yarns  and  cords  in  recent  years,  and  now 
cotton  had  been  practically  superseded  by 
the  hlgh-tenaclty  rayons. 

The  latter,  he  said,  gave  longer  tyre  life 
and  still  further  lessened  the  amount  of 
raw  material  used,  but  at  the  same  time 
still  maintained  the  safety-margin  factor 
which  was  strictly  observed  by  all  tyre 
manufacturers.

What  the  Show  shows  an  old  hand 


Something  must  be  flogged 

HOW  varied  is  the  individual  out¬ 
look  on  modern  Motor  Shows. 
You  get  the  “inspired”  viewpoint 
fostered  by  oodles  of  publicity  dope. 
On  principle,  something  simply  must 
be  flogged  hard,  and  a  good  publicity 
man  always  has  a  cat-o’-nine-tails  in 
his  pocket. 

The  desire  to  point  to  something 
“new”  is  quite  natural.  It  may  be  new 
to  the  model,  new  to  the  make,  new 
to  the  industry,  or  new  to  the  world. 
It’s  all  a  matter  of  degree,  for  very 
few  concerns  are  clever  enough  to  keep 
still  for  a  long  time  with  their  speci¬ 
fication,  and  get  away  with  it.  That 
is  part  of  the  penalty  of  our  fast- 
moving  age,  and  the  deliberate  crea¬ 
tion  of  any  form  of  change  in  order 
to  bolster  sales. 

Another  and  somewhat  frothy  view¬ 
point  is  that  of  the  buyer  who  is 
swayed  merely  by  the  colour,  size  of 
the  luggage  locker,  or  the  look  of  the 
dashboard.  This  Is  the  penalty  of  our 
car-infested  age.  Cars  are  indeed 
such  faithful  allies  that,  as  the  en¬ 
gineer  views  things  he  hears  from  the 
sales  department,  it  does  appear  that 
trivialities  are  alleged  to  influence 
modem  buyers. 

Evolved  from  nothing 
Again  I  often  hear  caustic  comment 
by  old-timers  who  remember  the  rapid¬ 
ity  with  which  technical  changes  were 
made  in  earlier  days.  Their  criticisms 
are  quite  well  founded.  Most  of  them 
know  how  the  motor  car  was  evolved 
from  nothing  by  people  without  ex¬ 
perience  (as  was  inevitable!).  The  old- 
timers  have  lived  to  see  the  strangling 
effect  of  mass  production.  It  is  no

longer  possible  to  think  of  some  basic 
alteration  and  incorporate  it  in  a  week 
or  two.  Anything  involving  large- 
scale  tooling  changes  brings  the  mass 
producer  an  immediate  headache  re¬ 
quiring  an  outsize  in  aspirins. 

Well,  I’ve  never  performed  the 
Indian  Rope  Trick,  nor  sawn  a  woman 
in  half;  but  I  do  realise  how,  during 
my  years  among  cars,  my  views  have 
performed  tricks  and  somersaults  that 
I  would  never  have  believed  possible. 

When  our  1905  models  changed  to 
1906,  one  of  the  basic  problems  was 
whether  they  would  keep  going,  and 
suffer  less  tyre  trouble.  A  day  run 
invariably  meant  black  hands  and  a 
boiler  suit,  as  I  helped  my  father  by 
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The  Authoritu  on  Lubrication

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the  roadside.  And  he  had  broken  me 
in  two  or  three  years  previously  on 
a  tricar. 

When  I  entered  business  via  the  re¬ 
pair  shop,  I  began  to  look  for  detail 
that  made  life  in  the  shops  easier.  And 
so  to  sales,  which,  before  World  War  I. 
were  on  a  very  different  basis  from  the 
technique  which  rapidly  developed  in 
the  ’twenties. 

Lying  in  bits 

You  see,  just  before  the  war  began, 
only  two  or  three  makers  had  begun 
sizable  batch  production  and  study 
of  American  methods.  Thus  not  far 
from  Broadgate,  Coventry,  a  Flanders 
car  was  lying  in  bits  while  our  drawing 
office  folk  studied  the  probable 
methods  of  production.  At  that  time 
Flanders  himself  was  one  of  the  ace 
mass-production  brains  in  America, 
even  if  the  car  was  nothing  to  shout 
about. 

As  I  said  before,  up  to  1914  produc¬ 
tion  batches  were  small.  The  war  ex¬ 
panded  the  car  manufacturers,  and. 
as  usual,  interchangeable  arms  pro¬ 
duction  sharpened- their  wits.  Just  as 
it  had  provided  a  breeding  ground  for 
cycle  folk  in  earlier  days. 

After  1918,  the  viewpoint  changed 
again,  somewhat.  The  industry  had 
to  get  back  into  peacetime  production, 
but  it  had  Big  Ideas  under  its  hat. 
Large-scale  production  by  straight 
manufacture  or  by  partial  assembly 
was  on  us  for  good!  Technically  and 
in  “styling,”  as  we  say  nowadays,  the 
picture  changed  rapidly  for  the  pace 
of  visible  basic  change  slowed  down. 
Staggering  innovations  easily  incor¬ 
porated  came  along,  such  as  truck 
colour  schemes,  luggage  grids,  con¬ 
cealed  spare  wheels,  and  so  on. 

Something  to  natter  about 

Thus  the  salesman  was  given  some¬ 
thing  to  talk  about.  Chromium  plating 
and  cellulose  conjured  up  millions  of 
words!  And  he’s  been  looking  for  and 
talking  about  “features”  at  full  blast 
ever  since  cars  ceased  to  sell  them¬ 
selves  at  sight. 

Personally,  I  found  my  change  to 
the  manufacturing  side  of  the  in¬ 


dustry  very  chastening.  I  reviewed 
some  of  my  own  show-time  thoughts 
of  former  years,  and  was  not  proud 
of  ill-balanced  judgment.  I  abandoned 
many  of  my  views  for  better  ones. 

Another  world  war  intervened, 
again  bringing  peacetime  changes 
that  accelerated  mass  -  production 
technique  in  this  country.  We  were 
fighting  now  for  our  business  lives, 
again  with  a  greatly  expanded  in¬ 
dustry.  That  is  where  we  are  to-day, 
with  a  handful  of  big  producers. 
Everything  pretty  cut  and  dried,  and 
comparatively  little  really  startling  to 
talk  about.  But  there  will  be  more 
than  ever! 

So,  whether  your  views  are  im¬ 
mature  or  not,  chatter  on.  Both 
youngsters  and  oldsters  always  gain 
something  from  the  shows.  But  don’t 
forget  the  tricky  days  we  live  in.  It 
is  work  and  serious  thought,  not 
chatter,  that  really  counts. 

Really! 

Now,  don’t  get  confused,  but  the 
following  has  nothing  whatever  to  do 
with  what  I  have  just  been  saying.  I 
just  thought  that  it  would  tickle  you 
as  it  tickled  me: — 

“The  motor  car  works  of  Messrs.  F. 
and  J.  Grant,  Cathcart,  near  Glasgow, 
have  been  destroyed  by  fire.  It  is  said 
that  a  member  of  the  firm,  having  lit 
a  cigar,  threw  a  match  on  the  floor 
amongst  some  petrol,  and  an  explosion 
followed.  The  damage  is  estimated  at 
£5,000.” 

Fancy  being  able  to  smoke  cigars, 
and  for  surplus  petrol  to  be  on  the 
floor.  Opulence  Indeed!
